REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
Detailed Action 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 11 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in.37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
20 November 2002 (Paper No. 17) has been entered. 

Status of Application, Amendments and/oi" Claims 

The information disclosure statement filed 03 September 2002 (Paper No. 15) 
was received and complies with the provisions of 37 CFR §§1 .97 and 1 .98. It has Been 
placed in the application file and the information referred to therein has been considered 
as to the merits. 

The amendment filed 20 November 2002 (Paper No. 18) has been entered in full. 

The Pascal Sebastian Ballon declaration, now titled "Declaration II of Pascal S. 
Bailon", filed under 37 CFR 1 .132, has been entered (20 November 2002, 
Paper No. 19). 

Reasons for Allowance: Applicant has submitted arguments, references and 
Declaration II of Pascal S. Bailon to show the unexpected results of the instant 
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invention. Applicant states that it is the specific nature of each of the components of 
this tri-part conjugate i.e. the particular protein, with a particular linking agent and PEG 
moiety which produce the new and unexpected beneficial therapeutic properties. 
Applicant submits patents to demonstrate that it is unpredictable whether the tri-part 
conjugate of a protein, linker and PEG moiety will produce a product that will have 
therapeutically beneficial properties. The patents submitted also demonstrate that 
various linking groups are not equivalent in producing therapeutically beneficial 
PEG/protein conjugates. 

Applicant has argued that the art does not teach or fairly suggest a reasonable 
expectation of success in the combined references employed in the 103(a) rejection. In 
view otthe evidence,- the instant claims have been allowed. The Declaration II of Pascal 
S. Bailon and the newly submitted references do not obviate the allowance of the 
instant claims.
